General Treasurer's Office. 

Providence, R. I., January 1905. 

To the Honorable the General Assembly of the State of Rhode Island 
and Providence Plantations: 

In compliance with the requirements of Chapter 33, Title VI, of 
the General Laws, I have the honor to submit a detailed statement 
of the receipts and expenditures of the treasury department for the 
fiscal year ending December 31, 1904, the condition of the State 
House Sinking Fund, the Touro Jewish Synagogue Fund, the Land 
Grant Fund of 1862, and several other funds in custody of the State. 

Reference to the statement of the condition of the general fund 
will show the expenditures of the State the past year have exceeded 
the receipts, and to meet the demands made upon the treasury the 
General Treasurer has been obliged to secure temporary loans ap- 
proaching the limit permitted by law. 

A liberal estimate of the income of the State for 1905 will amount, 
in round numbers, to $1,663,000.00. Existing laws and fixed charges 
require appropriations for the objects named below: 

Salaries of State officials, heads of departments, and assistants. . . $69,700 00 
Salaries of judges, supreme, common pleas, and district courts, 

sheriffs, officers, jurors, witnesses, and expenses 242,400 00

In addition to the above the fixed charges of the State will be 
materially increased by the reorganization of the judiciary system, 
the completion and occupancy of the State Sanatorium, and the 
taking of a census of the population, manufactures, and business of 
the State, as required by Chapter 69 of the General Laws; and if 
appropriations are granted for the erection of a new court house, or 
for the extension and remodeling of the Providence County Court 
House, the completion of the Providence armory, and the continued 
improvement of State highways, they will not only absorb the gross 
income of the State for 1905 but make serious inroads in the receipts 
of 1906. The number of unfortunate and afflicted are also con- 
stantly increasing in our charitable and benevolent institutions, and 
to provide them with the best medical treatment, proper care and 
attention, agreeable and comfortable surroundings, makes no in- 
considerable draft upon the revenue of the State. 

These heavy demands upon the public purse can not fairly be at- 
tributed to prodigality or to a spirit of extravagance, but are due, 
in a large measure, to the legitimate demands of a growing popula- 
tion for modern methods and better facilities for the transaction of 
public business; for a higher standard, more supervision, and more

liberal expenditures in matters of education; foB better and easier 
communication and transportation with the outlying districts of the 
State, and the improvements and conveniences that are essential, 
even indispensable, to a thriving and progressive community. 

Heretofore all public buildings, with the exception of the new 
State House, have been erected with, and all permanent improve- 
ments made from, the proceeds of current receipts; but it is evident, 
from the facts as above set forth, that this wise and conservative 
policy of paying as we go can not be maintained, that all special ap- 
propriations must cease, for a time at least, and the fixed charges and 
running expenses of the State reduced to a minimum, unless there is 
a complete revision in our system of taxation. 

A list of the present sources of revenue, with the amount derived 
from each, may be found in the appendix, also a list of the unex- 
pended balances of special appropriations to be paid from the re- 
ceipts of 1905. 

The statement of the condition of the State House Sinking Fund 
attached hereto shows the State has reduced its bonded debt $278,- 
000.00 during the past year, and that no further payment of bonds 
is required before the year 1914. To liquidate the $400,000.00 State 
House Construction bonds due at that date the Sinking Fund Com- 
missioners have in their possession bonds and securities amounting 
to $317,135.83. 

The net indebtedness of the State may be stated as follows :

The balance of the claim of this State against the United States, 
amounting to $85,153.15, for enrolling, equipping, and subsisting 
its troops in the war with Spain is still unpaid, but it is believed 
recent legislation of Congress will lead to a satisfactory adjustment 
of this claim at an early date. 

In accordance with the provisions of sections 16 and 17, Chapter 
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33, General Laws, J report that a corporation known as the Uni- 
versity School is indebted to the State for the rent of the old Nor- 
mal School building, Waterman street, Providence, for the sum of 
$4,033.34. 

The town of Warwick having failed to pay its portion of the State 
tax, due December 15, 1904, amounting to $11,305.36, a certificate 
to this effect has been forwarded to the Attorney-General.

— Every telegraph company and every telephone 
company doing business within this State shall annually, on the first Monday in 
July, make return to the State Auditor, subscribed and sworn to by its treas- 
urer or agent within this State, setting forth all the gross receipts of such com- 
pany derived from its business transacted within this State from whatever souree 
the same may come, whether from the transmission of messages, the use of ma- 
chines or otherwise, and shall thereafter annually, on or before the first day of 
August next succeeding the making of such return, pay to the General Treas- 
urer a tax of one per centum on such gross receipts for the use of the State, which 
sum shall be in lieu of all other taxes upon its lines and personal estate used ex- 
clusively in telegraphic and telephone business within this State.

EXPRESS COMPANIES. 

Chapter 29, Section 13. — Every express company doing business within 
this State shall annually, on the first Monday in July, make return to the State 
Auditor, subscribed and sworn to by its principal oflficer or agent within this 
State, setting forth all the gross receipts of such company derived from its busi- 
ness transacted within the State from whatever source it may come, and shall 
thereafter annually, on or before the first day of August next succeeding the 
making of such return, pay to the General Treasurer a tax of one per centum on 
such gross receipts for the use of the State, which sum shall be in lieu of all other 
taxes upon its personal estate used exclusively in the express business.

CHARTERS, CORPORATIONS. 

Chapter 29, Section 16. — No corporation other than a corporation for re- 
ligious, literary, or charitable purposes, or a military or fire company, shall be 
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organized under a charter granted by special act of the General Assembly, until 
the petitioners for the same shall pay into the general treasury for the use of the 
State one hundred dollars, and in addition one-tenth of one per centum upon any 
amount of capital stock exceeding one hundred thousand dollars authorized by 
such charter; and every corporation which shall increase its capital stock shall 
pay into the general treasury, for the use of the State, one-tenth of one per cen- 
tum upon such increase; and the Secretary of State shall not issue a certified 
copy of any act creating such corporation, or providing for such increase of cap- 
ital stock, until he shall receive the certificate of the General Treasurer to the 
effect that the sum so required has been paid.

for a license for the State for one year from the date of the license, fifteen dollars 
for the State for three months from the date of the license, thirty dollars for the 
county of Providence for one year from the date of the license, ten dollars for 
the county of Providence for three months from the date of the license, fifteen 
dollars for each of the counties for one year from the date of the license, fifteen 
dollars for the city of Providence for one year from the date of the license, and 
five dollars for the city of Providence for three months from the date of the li- 
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cense; and a license for the whole State only as a hawker and peddler for offer- 
ing for sale and for selling any article which, by reason of the protection afforded 
by the patent of the United States or otherwise, does not come into competition 
with the general sale thereof in the towns of the State, upon the payment of fifty 
dollars, for the use of the State.

Chapter 159, Section 12. — The duty upon all property sold by auction in 
the State and which is liable to duty, shall be one-tenth of one per centum, and 
shall enure one-eighth part thereof to the use of the town in which such sales 
shall be made, and the remainder thereof to the use of the State.

by it for that year shall be a sum equal to one per centum of its gross earnings for 
that year, and if such dividend exceed eight per centum then the tax payable by 
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it for that year shall be a sum equal to the excess of such dividend over eight per 
centum; but in no event shall said tax be less than a sum equal to one per centum 
of such gross earnings, which shall be paid without regard to the net earnings of 
such company.

— He (Secretary of State) shall reserve such number 
of volumes for the use of the State as, in his opinion, is necessary, and shall, 
at his discretion, sell or cause to be sold the remaining volumes of the edition, 
accounting to the General Treasurer for the proceeds of such sales.

SALE OF TAX ASSIGNMENT ORDERS. 

Chapter 303, Section 1. — The General Treasurer shall from time to time, 
whenever it is necessary, in order to provide funds for the current disburse- 
ments of the State, make and sell for cash to any person or corporation upon 
such terms as seem to him to be for the interest of the State, tax assignment 
orders, payable to order or bearer, and which are hereby made negotiable, of the 
whole or any part of the semi-annual installment of the State tax then next to 
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become due and payable from any town or city, and the proceeds of such sale 
shall be deposited with the general funds of the State, and shall be available in 
payment of any appropriation lawfully made. 

RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING GENERAL TREASURER TO 
BORROW. 

Whereas, At a meeting of the electors in this State, held on the third day of 
November, A. D. 1896, the General Assembly was "authorized to provide for 
the borrowing, in addition to the amount of fifty thousand dollars, which it is 
now authorized to borrow, the sum of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
or so much thereof, and in such installments, as may from time to time be neces- 
sary for the uses of the State;" 

Resolvedy That the General Treasurer is hereby authorized to make and ex- 
cute in behalf of the State, from time to time, a note or notes, payable in gold 
coin of the United States of the present standard of weight and fineness, and not 
to exceed at any time, in the aggregate of such notes, the amount of two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars, and to negotiate the same for a period of time not 
longer than one year, and at a rate of interest not to exceed four per centum per 
annum.
